The young trout at the Bayfield 


hatchery we now timing on ar- 
tesian water, showing signs of bet- 
ter health and more rapid growth 
than when reared on river water, 
Brayton 0. Webster, conseration 
commissioner in charge of fisheries, 
said today. 


A new well, located by the com- 


mission, on Bayfield peninsula, ia. 
the source of the artesian water, 
which the future inhabitants of the 
Wisconsin lakes are finding to fur- 
nish such a beneficial environment. 
Mr. Webster declared that he ex- 
pected exceptional results from the 
experiment. 


"Since the' Bayfield hatchery was 


established 25 y£ars ago, there has 
always been more or less trouble 
from the water supply," Mr. Web- 
ster said. "This trouble has been 
caused by the 
floods 
from 
tfoe 


spring break upi 


"The geological survey 'of Wis- 


consin said that the Bayfield penin- 
sula hits a 20 foot head of artesian 
water, but no one previously had 
been able to locate it. After con- 
siderable study, we decided to drill 
one well about 300 feet from the 
hatchery building. 


"By drilling ISO fp-'- we located 


water which is now flowing about 
2,000 barrels a day. The .last 20 
feet drilled in the brown 
stone 


made up one gallon of water for 
every foot drilled. If it were pos- 
sible to increase the capacity of 
the well in this same 
proportion 


and the brown stone was of.suffici- 
ent, thickness, we would be able to 
obtain a water supply on this one 
site that would be sufficient for our 
use ia the hatchery building."

Wisconsin counties during 1920 
expended $810,625 in aiding 3,065 
familiet, under, the mothers' pension 
law, the »t»te board of control re- 
ports todmy in a survey of tho ad- 
ministration of the law since 1918, 
\vhon it was enacted. 
Tho report shows that 8,014 chil- 


dren were aided through operation 
of the statute, compared to 8,190 
helped in'1919 at a cost of $&23,- 
•127, This is an increase from 187 
families 
and 607 children aided 


with an expenditure on the part of 
the counties of $9,632 in 191S, th» 
lirst year-of the law. 
Appropriation of 130,000 is pro- 


vided by the state annually for _ as- 
sisting in carrying out provisions 
of the act. Counties provide the 
bulk of tho funds needed to care for 
tho children of dependent mothers. 


After consideration operation of 


fli« law during the first seven years 
of its operation, the state board of 
control concluded that "It is evi- 
dent that more adequate forms of 
st*to aid, and supervision are need- 
ed in order to withdraw the care of 
dependent children from under the 
operation of the pauper laws of the 
state, 
."The importance of proper su- 


pervisory caro of pensioned famil- 
ies is very evident, and unless this 
follows toe granting of aid, 
the 
constructive work which is neces- 
sary in many cases cannot bo done. 
"This work requires the services 


n£ a competent field worker, so that 
the highest discretion and judgment 
will be exercised in visiting 
and 
handling' these mothers' pension 
cases, :to ,tae end that tho court may 
be assured that the public funds arc 
being wisely spent."

• Damage caused by the 137 for- 
ost fires in Wisconsin daring 1921,

By Brown 


The roles, vacancies and fees for 
the candidates running at the reg- 
ular spring election, April 28, were 
given out";yesterday .by Maynard 
Brown, '23, chairman-of the Senate 
elections committee. 


Thia spring;, a referendum of- 
fered by the 
Cardinal Board of 


Control, .will be submitted to tbe 
student vote, and .over one-half the 
student'body must turn out to vote 
in order to put it through. 
"We want to urge every student 


in school "to go and vote on this 
referendum," said Maynard Brown. 
"It is » vital issue.in the life of the 
Cardinal'and affects each student 
directly. The exact contents of the 
referendum will be published soon." 
• Pour vacancies on the Cardinal 
Board of Control exist now; two of 
these positions run for a term of 
two years; two of them for a term 
of one year. Three of the elected 
officers take office immediately after 


the election, and ono of them goes 
in next fall. The candidate running 
for the two year term, who has tbe 
least -number of votes, will be the 
one to take office next fall: 


Any student who has been regu- 


larly, enrolled in tha undergraduate 
school for one year is eligible to run 
for Cardinal Board of Control, as 
soon as he has-b«en pronounced elig- 
ible, by tho Dean of Men and his 
petition has been signed. Both men 
and women may run, but no more 
than two'women can serve on the 
board. Every student regularly en- 
rolled in the •university can vote for 
the members of the'Cardinal Board 
of Control.

Two vacancies now exist on the 


Student Senate due to the ineligi- 
bflity of the present senators. One 
of these positions requires a sopho- 
more, the other a senior. The elect- 
ed candidates hold office only until 
the regular elections next fafl. 


The fee for candidates running 


for all boards, 
Cardinal, athletic, 


etc., is $3. The former fee of $2.&0 
has been raised because of the snrall 
number of'entrants in tie positions 
requiring large fees.

" 'BuffaloM,'" said Lyon laconic- 


ally, setting the injector-pumps to 
work and jumping to the 
ground. 


That sort of thing it as common as 
jack-rabbiti; but this tearing up of 
the track is different.

"The conductor and two brakemen 


were ahead, inspecting the ground.

"Now, as later information re- 


vealed, the men at the front were 
taking care of 'themselves, and also 
of Yellow Sky, in; fine style, while, 
we, the rescuers, were in peril; and 
affairs back at Luder, where we 
thought everything quiet and secure 
were alarming to the last degree.. 
Within ah hour after our leaving 
the division station, Black Calf, 
with a band of 200 painted braves, 
appeared south of the town. 
' 


"All told, there were something 


like twenty-five men and boys ' and 
perhaps a hundred women and chil- 
dren in the village/ AH these, in 
wild excitement, hurried to the 
round-house, as being the only pos- 
sible place of defense, and where 
they might be,together. The hus- 
bands-and grown-up sons of many 
of the women were at .the front, or 
out 'on construction trains, or work- 
ing at points along the-line. 
The 


place was practically helpless. 


"The first thing that Black Calf 


and his warriors did was to burn 
the station and several of. the 
houses; then they • attacked the, 
round-house. The men in the build- 
ing had barricaded the great doors 
and cut holes through the board 
walls; and as several of the men 
and women had guns and revolvers, 
the bucks and their leader were held 
in. check, several of .their number 
receiving wounds and two being 
killed. . The Indiana poured bullets 
into the building's walls .and doora, 
but beyond a few slight wounds 
among the men no casualties 
had 


occurred by . noon. 
Laner, 
the 


round-house foreman, was a stern, 
gritty fellow, and he and the sta- 
tion agent took command. 'They 
put all the.children and most of the 
women—for .some of the latter 
fought aide by side with the men— 
into the ash-pits, so .that bullets 
coming through the walls or doors 
passed over their heads. Mrs. Lyon 
'held her place with the. fighters, 


while at her command Katie ar.d 
the twins crouched in one of the 
pits. There were two engines in 
the house, one with Eteam up. 


"A little after noon the redskins 


massed against the big doors, mak- 
ing a mad attempt to rush their 
way in. It was then that Laner did 
a remarkable thing. He suddenly 
•jumped up into the" cab of the 53, 
the engine with steam on; and yell- 
ed to the men to open- the doors be- 
fore her. As the doors swung, back 
he jerked the throttle wide open and 
leaped off. The engine swept the 
savages out of the doorway,-plowed 
•through the mass of bucks' before 
the building, shot across the turn- 
table and main track, and rolled 
over on her side, 200 feet. away. 
Twenty odd Indians were killed or 
maimed by this masterstroke. The. 
rest scattered in all directions, but 
presently returned, fearful, though 
.furious. However, they kept at a 
safe distance from'the front of the 
building after that. 


"The men began to hope then 


that, the blood-"thirsty wretches 
might be beaten off for-a time,., at, 
least during daylight. But -when 
night came, what then? The build- 
ing would certainly be burned by 
the Indians, and the lives of all the' 
whites be lost in massacre! .If there 
were only some means of getting 
work to the fort, or to Pope and his 
men. Katie heard this, and five, 
minutes later disappeared,;. 


"Presently a boy in the.ash-pit 


cried that some one was hallowing 
through the drain-pipe. A man bent, 
down and listened, then called' Mrs. 
Lyon "Katie's in there/ • he said 
breathlessly. Mrs. Lyon 'sprang 
down in the pit, and with white face 
knelt at the end of the drain. 'I'm 
going to the fort/ came a shrill, but 
'far-away voice. 'I'm going to wade 
down .the creek to the house. Ill 
hide along under the bank. I'm 
going to take White Bess, and see 
if I can't get help." -

Only labor organizers and\peo- 
ple who held political opinions at variance with 
the two great political parties were caught in 
the espionage act net. When a rich business 
man came before the court charged with violat- 
ing this law, he was either released without 
trial, or convicted snd fined a small sum. When 
labor organizers or persons who advocated 
working class political action came before the 
court they were convicted and sentenced to 
prison for long terms, not because they really 
helped the Kaiser, but because their opinions 
were 
"dangerous", to the property-owoning 


class. And the espionage .act" was so worded 
that no human being, unless he was

dumb, blind and too idiotic to have an opinion 
could avoid violating it. It is doubtful if any 
person in the United States could, or did live 
through the war without some violation of this 
law.

(Continued from Page 1) 


But in'time opposition to the 


Phelan regime arose under the lead- 
ership of the Totten brothers. E, P. 
Totten became editor of the Bow- 
man County Citizen, and the battle 
was on. George Totten soon found 
himself in-conflict with the "pillars" 
of his church, mostly merchants who 
were customers of Phelan's bank. 
After a vote of approval from the 
majority of his congregation, he re- 
signed his pastorate and entered up- 
on the management of his^brother's 
paper. Here his attacks on Phelan's 
'methods brought on him several 
suits for libel, but 
Phelan never 


pushed them to an issue in court. 
He merely exhausted 
the Totten 


finances by inducing the merchants 
who received "favors" 
from 
tbe 


bank to withdraw their advertising 
from the .Totten paper. As Phelan's 
purse was longer than that o'f--E. P. 
Totten's, the latter was compelled 
to sell his. paper, but E. P. Totten 
kept up the fight, meantime main- 
taining his position as State's At- 
torney. 


The national election of 1912 gave 


the ..Democratic party control of 
the federal patronage, and E. P. 
Totten, as the Democratic leader in 
his section of the state, virtually 
nominated the postmasters in sev- 
eral counties. About the same time 
the opposition to the Phelan inter- 
ests grew strong enough to wrest 
several county offices from Phelan's 
control. It seems that Phelan had 
received the contracts to 
supply 


seed wheat to the farmers of several 
counties, and it is. alleged that when 
it was delivered it was of such poor 
quality that 'the farmers made a 
vigorous and effective protest. Thus 
Phelan's prestige sunlc still lower. 
The Non-Partisan League Formed 
' In 1915 the"Nonpartisan League 
of North Dakota was formed. 
The 


Tottens gave the league their sup- 
port. 
Phelan feared, ridiculed and 


antagonized it. He knew well that 
tKe League program was aimed to 
take away from him his privilege to 
weigh and grade the grain at his 
string of elevators, and could,,curb 
the interest rate prevailing a(i his 
banks. 
The farmers captured; con- 


trol of the 
Republican Party of 


North Dakota, 'and Phelan saw his 
last hopes of political success fade 
away. 


When the Republican party went 


down to defeat in the National elec- 
tion of 1916, Phelan was again com- 
pletely disappointed, as^ it -removed 
the means whereby he could reward 
some of his camp followers. 
His 


protege, James E. James, had hoped 
for the postpffice in case of Hughes' 
victory. -Wilson won arid the post 
office went to Mrs. Lillian Totten, 
wife of Judge Totten. 


To Phelan this was gall and wood- 


.worm indeed; possessing wealth, 
ability, state'-wide 'influence, and am- 
bition to 'hold 'some'worthwhile of- 
fice, and to be thwarted in every di- 
rection. A cruel wit of Bowman re- 
marked: "Politically Jim Phelan is 
all dressed up and has no place to 
go." 


Iv July, 1917, the Phelan-Totten 


feud, 
now 
the 
"stand-pat-Non- 


partisan 'League" feud, was at its 
bitterest. 
The Tottens. were . the 


chief political factors in the south- 
west ' po'rner • of 
North 
Dakota. 


Phelan was nursing his bitterness 
and disappointment and 
eagerly 


watching and'waiting for an oppor- 
tunity to'get back at the man whom 
above all others he blamed for his 
defeats. 


Phelan became very active in war 


activities. 
He organized the Home 


Guard, and secured the election of 
his able-bodied young son as captain. 
He was thus to defend the country 
from 'the trenches on the Twin 
Buttes. He also saved his nephew 
for war work at home, and when 
the Government Appeal Agent took 
the nephew's case to the District 
Board Phelan wrote the board about 
the matter, showing that it was a 
move of his political enemies to get 
the nephejv into 'the ranks. 


Then he began thev drive against 


Postmistress Totten. 


There was' a lone party Socialist 


in Bowman, a. barber named Mc- 
Pharlin. 
He had 
arranged 
with 


Kate Richards O'Hare, of St. Louis, 
to stop at Bowman for a lecture. He 
had sold tickets at 25c apiece to bis 
neighbors. 
Kate Richards O'Hare 


spoke in Bowman on July 17,11917, 
giving the same address that she 
had .previouslsy. given in St. Louis,

cles in the newspapers. She went

her speech in 70 towns prior to 
Bowman, before scores of secret 
service officers., Not until she ar- 
rived at Bowman were the wonder- 
ful paragraphs put into her mouth. 


The' fact, that Kate 
Richards 


O'Hare was to be torn from her 
four 
children • was 
no 
part . of 


Phelan's program. He didn t know 
she had any children. She was an 
incident in his battle with the Tot- 
tens. That is all. 


What Are The Facts. 


The question that presents itself 


first of all to the individual 'who 
wishes to get at the truth regard- 
ing the O'Hare case is this: did 
Mrs. O'Hare make the statements 
charged 
in this indictment? In 


her copy of the speech the state- 
ments charged to her do not ap- 
pear. There 
are, 
however, two 


statements which could be easily 
misquoted by the inattentive lis- 
tener or by one who wished to find 
something that he could misquote. 


During the course of her.speech 


she stated, relative-to the effect of 
the war upon European motherhood 
that:"When the governments of 


Europe and the' clergy of Eur- 
ope, 
demanded of the women 


of the warring conntries that 
they might give themselves, in 
marriage or out, in order that 
the nuw might "breed before 
they die" — that was not a 
crime of maddened passion—it 
was the crime of cold-blooded, 
brutal selfishness—and by that 
crime, the women of Europe 
were reduced to the status of 
breeding animals on a stock 
farm." 
She also stated the following as 


her attitude toward enlistment and 
the sending of troops to France: 


"Our enemies tell you that 


•we Socialists are hindering en- 
listment. This 
is not true! 


Please understand me now, and 
do not misquote what I say, 'If 
any young man feels that it is 
his duty to enlist, then with all 
my heart I say: 
"Go! and God 


bless you!' His blood may en- 
rich the soil of France, but that 
may be for the best." 
Now, 
it is easily seen that these 


statements bear a resemblance in 
form to the statements, in the in- 
dictment but their meaning is far 
different. 


But the question can be, legiti- 


mately asked as to whether Mrs. 
O'Hare 
may not 
have 
deviated 


from her printed speech and made 
the statement charged.. Yes,- cer- 
tainly such a thing could have been 
possible, but only in case 
Mrs. 


O'Hare purposely intended to'insult 
the mothers of America in the hour 
of their great trial and if she de- 
sired intentionally to insult the 
American boys going to fight for 
the ideal of "Making the world 
safe for democracy.." 


Those who are close to 
Mrs. 


O'Hare say that such a possibility 
is ridiculous, that she, the daugh- 
ter of a soldier, a "descendant of a 
long line of soldiers, with her ven- 
eration for motherhood and human 
life, could not 
have made' such 


• statements. 


One must face all the pdssibili- 


ties, however, and attempt to get 
at the facts. The only "way that 
this could be done was to examine 
into the connections of. the wit- 
nesses who appeared against Mrs. 
O'Hare, in. order to see whether 
they may not have been influenced 
in their testimony. Beyond that, 
one could go to the people who at- 
tended the lecture and find out 
whether they considered the char- 
ges true. 


The writer spent some' weeks in 


Bowman examining tbe local con- 
ditions, looking up the credibility 
of the witnesses and interviewing 
a large number of those who at- 
tended the lecture.

A Repub- 
lican in politics and a farmer by 
profession, he had been an atten- 
tive listener at the lecture. _He de- 
nounced the 
prosecution 
in un- 


measured terms. 
In reply to ray 


question as to whether the char- 
ges against 
Mrs. 
O'Hare 
were 


true, 
he 
shouted, 
"True! Good 


God man! 
Do you suppose that if 


Mrs. O'Hare had made those in- 
sulting remarks about our wires 
and sons we would have sat there 
and stood it? 
What in hell do you 


think we are made of?" 


While the reply was rather inel- 


egant in form it TTB.S eloquent in 
expression of the feelings of almost 
the whole audience •who not 
only 


heard but applauded the speech of 
Mrs. O'Hare. It is hardly probable 
that the men would have applauded 
if Mrs. O'Hare had insulted their 
wives and sons, or that the moth- 
:ers of soldiers would have applaud- 
ed a woman who had insulted them 
and their boys. :

Mrs. -O'Harp be- 
ing an open and professed Social- 
ist, and Mr. • Phelan, being widely 
known in the State, president of 
the'North Dakota Bankers' asso- 
ciation, it seemed almost impossible 
to .secure a jury without bis? <w 
way or the other.
